The  New  York  Central  itailroad,  which  on  Munda.v 
started  restoring  service  interru|>ted  b.v  a two-week  tuiflx>at 
crew  strike,  faced  a possil>le  new  walkout  Sundav  by  con- 
ductors and  brakemen  over  demands  to  hire  more  conductors. 
Federal  mediators,  .said,  however  they  felt  intensive  nejta- 
tiations  up  to  the  deadline  would  avert  a strike.

IN  SKYLINE  competition 
Utah  State  and  BYU  have  both 
dropped  games  to  Colorado 
State  and  Wyoming  on  road 
trips,  winning  at  home  against 
Montana.

About  one-fourth  of  Utah’s  citizens  purchase  hunting  or 
fishing  licenses.  Jtore  tlian  five  million  visits  are  made  an- 
niiallv  to  the  fishing  and  recreational  areas.  People  are  heaid 
to  say,  “Why  in  the  world  don’t  they  fix  up  the  facilities 
around  this  place.” 

THEKE  ARE  SOME  PEOPLE  who  don’t  seem  to  realize 
that  such  a task  requires  money.  Not  one  penny  of  the  mon- 
ey «pent  by  the  Fish  and  Game  Department  is  collected  b\ 
general  taxation.  The  chief  source  of  all  monies  is  the  sale  o 
fishing  and  hunting  licenses. 

Tlie  sporting  public  wants  additional  hunting  and  fishing 
opportunities,  campground  facilities,  paved  roads,  and  othei 
advantages,  but  are  extremely  unwilling  to  pay  the 

THE  FISH  AND  GAME  department  chief,  Harold  Crane, 
has  asked  for  an  increase  in  license  fees.  But,  one  state; 
representative  said,  when  asked  to  support  a bid  to  that  et- 
fect  in  the  Utah  legislature,  “Not  me,  the  people  back  home  | 
would  have  my  hide.”  . ...  mi 

Looks  like  a great  many  have  the  gimmeeitis.  The  symp- 
toms are:  A fierce  desire  for  something  for  nothing,  an  over- 
iiowering  urge  to  let  George  do  it.  . , , , 

IT  HAS  BEEN  DETERMINED  that  non-resident  hun- 
ters and  fishermen  spend  over  $3,500,000  in  Utah  annually. 
Utah  six)rtsmen  spend  more  than  $5,000,000  each  year  in 
pursuit  of  fish  and  game.  These  amounts  increase  each  year. 
However,  the  funds  are  far  behind  the  demands. 

Two  game  farms  for  the  production  of  exotic  bird  spe- 
cies are  owned  by  the  Fish  and  Game  Department.  About 
15,000  chukar  partridges  are  released  for  stocking  purposes 
are  released  each  year.  Since  lOol,  108,000  Chiikars  have 
been  released  in  1 17  different  locations. 

SEVERAL  NEW  EXOTICS  are  now  being  used  for  ex- 
lieriment^  purposes  on  the  game  farms.  Merriam’s  turkeys, 
largest  of  North  American  game  birds,  have  been  introduced 
into  five  areas  in  Southern  Utah.  This  past  year,  six  hens  and 
four  toms  were  trapped  on  the  LaSal  Mountains  and  planted 
on  Old  W’oman  Mountain  on  the  Fishlake  National  Forest. 

This  month,  a shipment  of  approximately  40  sand  grouse 
were  received  at  the  department’s  game  farm  at  Price. 

THE  BIRDS,  wild  trapped  in  India  by  a Nevada  depart- 
ment biologist,  were  received  by  Utah  under  a cooperative 
agreement  between  the  two  states.  Th  birds  will  be  raised 
under  game  farm  conditions  and  then  released  into  wild  areas 
of  both  states. 

Prospects  for  the  sand  grouse  in  Utah  are  good.  Ideally 
the  bird  will  eventually  inhabit  dry  areas  in  the  western 
desert. 

IN  SIZE,  THE  BIRD  is  slightly  smaller  than  the  quail. 
Both  birds  are  tan  to  light  brown  in  color  with  the  male 
showing  an  iridescent  sheen  to  his  feathers.  He  also  has  a 
broken,  dark  brown  line,  resembling  a necklace,  around  his 
neck.
